The plot thickens! The knot must be untied or 
cut! The author of the complicated drama has chosen 
the latter alternative. Napoleon coolly proposes to the 
Pope to renounce, for the well-being of Europe, the sove- 
reignity of the Legations. So far the world ean only 
applaud the projected solution. The advice is given on the 
sound medical principle which presc~ibes the amputation of 
a diseased limb in order to save the rest of the body. But 
the world cannot applaud Napoleon when he proposes, on 
this condition, to get the other Papal dominions guaranteed 
to their ruler. If there is strength enough in the body 
politic, after the loss of the incurable limb, to preserve 
itself, it is all right and fair enough. The Papal posses- 
sions have just as much claim to their integrity as France 
or any other country. But what if the whole frame should 
be thoroughly sick, if rottenness should be in the very core 
is Europe to have the office of enbalming a corpse, and 
preserving the dead in the minds of the living? The very 
guarantee would only tend to aggravate the evils which 


have brought about the revolt of the Romagna, Enabled 


to crush every attempt at self-redress on the part of his 
oppressed subjects, by the help of the guaranteeing powers, 
the Pope would become more tyrannical than ever. He 
would grind his subjects into the very dust. Analogies 
for this state of affairs were offered by the smaller powers 
both in Italy and Germany. Had the Duke of Modena 
not relied upon the bayonets of confederate Austria, he 
would never have been guilty of those enormities which 
have rendered him personally so hateful to the majority of 
his subjects. However unprincipled and spiteful in cha- 
racter, the dread of being called toan account by his angry 
subjects would have exercised some salutary influence upon 
his actions. The instinct of self-preservation would have 
applied the check which morality should have furnished. 
The contemptible Elector of Hesse-Cassel could, in 1549, 
not have so shamefully violated man’s most sacred rights 
had the means of coercing his outraged subjects not been 


placed at his disposal by foreign powers. What right has’ 


Napoleon, ‘what right has the world, to exact self-immola- 
tion from the Papal subjects? The Pope has his remedy 
in his own hands. ‘The cure must be effected from within. 
He has only honestly to introduce the reforms, sighed after 
by. his subjects, and instead of an abhorred he will become 
a beloved prince. He has the example of Sardinia before 
him. Victor Emanuel, the constitutional King, is respected, 
by the world, and adored by his people. Victor Emanuel, 
the tyrannical and treacherous monarch, would be despised 
- ay and abhorred by all liberals, as the late King 

omba was. But the beginning of all reform is the ad- 
Mission of having been mistaken.. This admission, unfor- 
tunately, the Pope is unwilling to make; yet what hope 
ean there be for the Papal dominions when, in the Pope’s 
last missive to England, through Mr, Bowyer, published in 
last Friday's Times,” the same self-righteousness which 
characterised the Papal See in the worst of times is still 
asserted, and the world is coolly assured that “the Papal 
Government persecutes nobody on aecount of his religious 
opinions, and protects all subjects alike in their rights.” 


- “ Zook at this picture and at that.” On the very day on 


which this Papal declaration appeared in the*columus of 
the “‘ Times,” your own published “‘ The Roman Jews.” 
Can there be a more glaring contradiction than that offered 
by this article to the Papal statements? Mr. Bowyer 
made assertions, but your article recorded facts—stern 
facts. Yet the Pope has the hardilood to maintain in the 
face of Europe that his Government protects alike the 
riglits of all suljects, and persecutes nobody on account of 
his religious convictions. 

Ihave now gossiped long enough about foreign affairs ; 
let me now make a few remarks on home matters. Let 
me first speak of the “ Projected New Synagogue.” I of 
course rejoice in this indication of re-awakened religious

“LA TIREUSE DE CARTES.” 

This new drama, recently produced at the Porte St, 
Martin Theatre, has already obtained a reputation of 
European extent, from circamstances altogether discon- 
nected with its literary merits. M. Victor Sejour is 
described on the playbills as the author of the work, 
but it is no secret in Paris, or indeed in any European 
capital, that M. Mocquard, the Emperor’s secretary, 
had a share in the composition, and that the main incid- 
ent of the piece was suggested by the recent abdaction 
of the young Mortara. As may be imagined the success 
of the “‘ Tireuse de Cartes” has been very great; for 
who could fail to discover excellence in a dramatic pro-— 
duction written by an official high in Imperial favour 
—nay, bya bosom friend and confidant of the ruler of 
France ? All Paris, of course, has been eager to see a 
work issuing from the private Cabinet of the Tuileries, 
and the Porte St. Martin has been thronged ever since 
the night of the first representation, when the Emperor 
led the way by remaining in the theatre from the very 
commencement of the drama to its termination. How- 
ever, it is but fair to state that a portion, at all events, 
of the success obtained by MM. Mocquard and Sejour 
is legitimate, though their joint production would cer- 
tainly not have attracted any unusual attention bat for 
the peculiar circumstances by which it has been sur- 
rounded. 

The action ofthe piece takes place in the early part 
of the seventeenth century, the scene being Italy. A 
Jewish couple, living in the environs of Genoa, set out 
on a journey to visit a dying relative whose fortune 
they are to inherit. Before departing they leave their 
infant daughter in charge of a neighbour, the wife of a 
seaman. ‘The child falls dangeronsly ill, and the neigh- 
bour, whois a Catholic, believes that its recovery, which 
in time takes place, is brought about by the direct 
agency ofa sacred relic. She therefore, out of grat- 
itade, baptises the infant, and then fearing lest it should 
be educated in the faith of its parents, sends it toa con- 
vent. She at the same time hurries away to see her 
own son, also a mere child, lest he should fall a prey to 
the vengeance of the parents whom she has so cruelly 
wronged. ‘The Jewish couple return after a while, and 
are broken-hearted to find that their infant has been 
stolen from them. They appeal to the woman in whose 
charge they left it; they implore her to tell them where 
the child is concealed. Nay, the father, in the wild 
transports of his grief, threatens to kill her unless she 
satisfies them upon this point. But the wretched crea- 
ture has sworn a solemn oath that she will not divalge 
the secret, and, overpowered by terror and excitement, 
she dies without allowing it to escape her lips. Years 
roll on. Gemea, the mother of the stolen child, left a 
widow, has taken up her abode in Genoa, after having 
traversed all Italy in search of the lost one, She has 
grown rich by inheriting the fortane of her relative, and 
has established herself as a money-lender and fortune- 
teller—two occupations by means of which she pene- 
trates into family secrets, and unceasingly endeavours 
to gain some tidings upon the subject which has now 
become the sole thought of her life. One day she is 
visited by the Countess Lomellini. This lady, though 
of high birth and distinguished position, accidenta'ty 
finds herself in a most embarrassing position. Some of 
her estates have been confiscated; her husband is in 
captivity at Tunis, and he has to be ransomed ; her 
adopted daughter is about to be married to Count 
Ottavio, a young man, who has‘gained great distinction 
by his own personal achievements. Money, thereforé, 
she must have at once; and it is to obtain it that she 
visits the Jewess. ‘Circumstances not necessary to des- 
cribe induce (vemea to believe that the daughter of the . 
Countess is her own long lost child, and this, in faet, 
proves to be the case. Of course; too, Count Orttavio 
is that son of the sailor’s wife, who was cast out upon 
the world at the commencement of the drama. Gemea 
claims and obtains her daughter, after considerable diffi- 
culty. Bat she is not made happy now that the desire 
of her life is gratified, The girl has conceived such a 
strong affection for the Countess, who took her from 
the convent aud adopted her, immediately after her 
arrival ia that religious establishment, that she has more 
affection for her Christian protectress than for the 
Jewish mother who gave her birth. From this ensves 
a most painful scene. Gemea and the Countess both 
appeal to the young girl, and she, perplexed between 
love and duty, is so affected that she falls ill under the 
ordeal. This leads to something like a reconciliation 
between the two women, and when the curtain falls we 
are led to imagine that the child of two mothers divides 
her heart equally between both, and that all three live 
happily ever afterwards, perfectly satisfied with this 
arrangement. From this mere outline ofthe plot it will 
be seen that the Mortara incident has been used by M 
M. Mocquard and Sejour in the composition of their 
drama, but that its moral is turned to very poor account. 
The fall enormity of the crime involved in the theft of 
the child is utterly lost sight of at the end, and instead 
of a triumphant assertion of the natural rights of the 
kindred, as opposed tothe usurped authority of reli- 
gious despotism, we have a struggle between duty and 
affection, which, however effective upon the stage, is in 
no way compatible with a true ethica] development of 
the story.

OUR DISTRESSED MOROQUEEN BRETHREN. 
: The news concerning the Jews of Mogador, detailed by 
a correspondent in our last, is truly melancholy. It is even | 


more distressing than that which has lately reached us 
from Gibraltar, and which is rousing English sympathy in 
so high a degree. The fugitives from Tangier are at least 
accessible, are settled on hospitable English ground, are 
surrounded by a humane, profoundly commiserating popula. 
tion, and watched over by a deeply feeling, active, and 
intelligent committee, and the philanthropic Governor of 
the fortress, whose benevolent: exertions are being power- 
fully backed by the compassion of the civilised world. 
But the houseless Jews of Mogador, encamped in the 
midst of the winter in close proximity to fanatic tribes, are 
not only as destitute as their Tangier brethren, but do not 
even enjoy the melancholy satisfaction of secing one spark 
of sympathy elicited by the sight of their unutterable 
wretchedness among a population which, if it does not 
pant after the destruction of the hateful Kaffirs, is cer- 
tainly more indifferent ‘to their fate than to that of its 
cattle. Situated as these unfortunates are, if they do not 
perish by the sword and tortures of the Kabyles, famine 
and pestilence must soon perform the deadly work. Their 
bones must soon bleach in those inhospitable regions, a 
repast for vultures and hyenas. Their disconsolate posi- 
tion must become still more hopeless from the difficulty of 
extending relief to a hapless multitude, that withdraws 
from an accessible sea-shore to the interior of a barbarous 
country ; that by subdividing itself into small parties, spread 
over a large area, complicates the work of organisation and 
co-operation. And even if relief should reach them, what 
security is there that in this helpless position the rapacity 
of the lawless surrounding tribes should not thereby be 
excited, and thus frustrate the’benevolent efforts of chari- 
table Europe. 

We know only of one parallel to this sad state of affairs 
inthe modern history of the Jews. ‘This is the invasion of 
Poland by the Cossacks and their confederates in the first 
half of the 17th century. Then, as now, destruction came 
upon the Jews, as it were, incidentally from an alien and 
nominally subject people. As now the Moors, so were 
then the Poles partly unwilling and partly unable to grant 
the necessary protection, and then, as now, whole Jewish 
congregations had to flee forth from their ancient settle- 
ments, glad to save life at the cost ef every worldly pos- 
session, depending for a subsistence in their exile upon the 
pity of a ferocious population, abhorring the unbelieving 
Jew with the most intense religious hatred: It is not our 
intention to enter into details, and to harrow up the feel- 
ings of our readers by the recital of the indescribable mise- 
ries then endured by the most persecuted of nations. Sutlice 
it when, after four years of disturbance, quiet was restored, 
and the Jews enabled to return to their deserted homes, 
the havoc made by gaunt destitution and its attendant 
evils was found to have been so terrible, that no less than 
180,000 of the exiles had been laid low in the dust. Of 
course we know that the present Jewish population of Mo- 
rocco is not as numerous as was then that of Poland. Of 
course we do not compare the merciless 17th with the 
compassionate 19th century, nor do we overlook the wil- 
lingness and the practicability of rendering assistance, 
which then did not exist; still the parallel is pregnant 
with a sad lesson, since similar events have their inexor- 
able similar logic, which must remain as true in the 19th 
as it was in the 17th century. The distress in Poland was 
as temporary as it is now in Morocoo; yet before peace 
can be restored, if a helping hand be not speedily ex- 
tended, the Jewish settlements in Morocco, by the time 
their former tenants will be enabled to return, may have 
become howling wildernesses, as those in the 17th century 
were in Poland, and the invitation to return may remain 
unaccepted, because there may be none to accept it. An 
attempt, therefore, must be made to rescue these exiles 
from their perilous position ; but how this is to be effected 
is a grave question. Besides the difficulty of reaching 
these unfortunates in the interior of Morocco, and relieving 
them without exciting the cupidity of the Kabyles, it must 
also be borne in mind that however strong the sympathy 
of the civilised world, and however active its charitable 
feelings, yet there are certain limits beyond which benevo- 
lence itself cannot go. Moreover, accounts of wretched- 
ness and strong appeals, if repeated too frequently, and at 
too short intervals, lose their exciting power, just as other 
physical or mental stimulants when too often resorted to, 
It is not only very difficult to find the means, but even 
very injurious to support large populations in idleness, how- 
ever involuntary. We all know how speedily a standing 
army, maintained by the contributions of a people, eats 
into the vitals of a country, merely because its labour is 
unproductive. We can only see one means for rendering 
efficient relief. It is one hinted at in General Codrington’s 
letter to Alderman Salomons, published in our last. The 
General, in acknowledging the receipt of the £500 for- 
warded to him, says: “1 am sure that the subscribers 
will feel that the possibility of their (speaking of the re- 
fugees from Morocco) being established in some place 
Where they can earn their own livelihood, will be a worthy 
purpose to which it (the amount sent) may be devoted.” 
The fugitives from Tangier, as well as those from Moga- 
dor, must be placed in a position in which they can earn a 
livelihood. Europe, it is clear, cannot afford them this.

Yet the 
moment, in modern time, the ‘restrictions of former ages 
were relaxed Jews did betake themselves to agriculture, 
The “* Almanack of Gotha” for the current year assures 
us that among the 1,200,000 Jews of Russia there are 
over 50,000 farmers. Indeed it is known that under 
Alexander I, Nahum Funkelstein, a benevolent and influ. 
ential Polish co-religionist, obtained permission from the 
then reigning Czar to establish Jewish agricultural colo- 
nies in the south of Russia, that seven of them wer 
founded on strictly Jewish principles, which are ta this 
day in a flourishing condition.

It is almost impos- 
sible to read a book in the midst of a number of children 
. 4 room in which all the domestic duties are performed, 
Morally, it is difficult to rear up a family, impressing them 
with those feelings and inducing in them those habits which 
constitute virtue, in an atmosphere so apt to breed vice, 
and in proximity to all kinds of characters which poverty 
eongregates in’ such neighbourhoods ; and lastly, in rooms 
rendering impossible the observances of the common decen- 
cies of life. I firmly believe that much of the grossness, 
much of the immorality, and much of the wretche:ness, 
chat we see among the poor, is chiefly attributable to their. 
miserable dwellings. 
| should therefore propose the establishment, by sub- 
scription, of a number of lodging-houses for the Jewish 
poor in various metropolitan suburbs, near the North Lon- 
Aon Railway, at. a moderate -distance from the various 
centres of the population. Each lodging-house should 
consist of anumber of tenements for families, and of single 
rooms for individuals ; to each should further be attacked 
a small synagogue, a reading-room, and a small ‘library ; 
each house should be placed under the superintendence of a 
house-steward, residing therein, who would have to watch 
over the tarrying out of the regulations that might be laid 
jown by a Committee of Management, to which the admi- 
istration of the whole of the affairs would be confided by 
he founders.

The poor that might wish 
to live there would, of course, have to apply to the Com- 
mittee, as to their landlord, and would have to pay a small 
rent, sufficient to free them from the stigma of ‘paupers, 
and enough: to defray the expense necessary for paying the 
taxes, keeping the house inrepair, and leaving a small surplus 
towards the formation of a fund for erecting more lodging- 
houses. Were several such in existence in various situa- 
tions, the poor would be enabled to change their residence 
as their health, their living, and other circumstances might 
require; whilst all those injurious influences alluded to 
before might be kept away from them. It is scarcely 
necessary to say that our philanthropists would thus have 
opportunities afforded for bringing to bear upon the poor 
powerful moralising influences, which are not at present at 
their command. |

Paris.—Tue Scotter Festivar.—The “ Univers 
Israelite’’ observes that there are 80,000 Germans at 
Paris, about 2000 of whom are Israelites. Yet the 
president elected to conduct the festival was an Isra- 
elite.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
Sir,—Since I had the honour to address you on the 
above subject, in your journal of the 13th inst., the fol- 


lowing remarks have occurred to me, which I beg you 


will kindly insert in your columns. 

Why should there be any exclusion of the Mogador 
Israelites from partivipating in the benefits of the Gibraltar 
Fund; for the former community are ina far more eruel 
position than the latter, who are fortunately placed under 
the paternal care and charitable provisions of the noble 
protection and joint sympathy ofthe English and French 
Governments, besides the munificent and extensive means 
collected from England and other places. 

There can be no doubt that the English generosity was 
never contemplated to be limited to -one particular class 
of victims by the Morocco war, and I would observe this, 
that had any number of the Mogador Jews been fortunate 
enough to have landed on the hospitable shores of Gib- 
raltar, they would by that means have become eligible to 
receive and enjoy all the benefits granted by his Kxtel- 
lency the Governor, and every advantage derivéd from 
the so-called Morocco Relief Fund, and 1 may, therefore, 
safely say that the intention of the public is decidedly to 
relieve all the sufferers by the Morocco war, and the Re- 
lief Committee’ might, with propriety, extend their bene- 
volent actions; in bringing the Mogador Israelites within 
the category of the Fund. The object of the measure is to do 
good, and in so doing it does not really appear that the 
honourable Committee can be wrong in the administration 
of such relief.

THE MOROQUEEN REFUGEES AT ORAN. 
We have received from the Consistory of Oran a let- 
ter, containing an enclosure in the F rench language, 
of which we publish the English translations,* 
Israelitish Consistory of the province of Oran. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
Oran, Jan. 10th, 1860. 

Sir,—You have stated in one of the numbers of your 
esteemed journal that, according to a report made to 
your Board of Deputies, the Israelitish Consistory of 
Oran had given an unfavourable opinion on the admis- 
sion into Algeria of any large number of Israelitish 
refugees from Morocco. In order to prove to you that 
this reproach is undeserved, I have the honour to en- 
close a copy of the procés-verbal of the deliberation on 
this admission. In giving utterance to its opinion, the 
Consistory, whilst requesting the superior authorities to 
receive favourably the project of immigration into Al- 
geria of our fugitive brethren, has deemed it its duty to 

int out the true financial position of our community, 
and to call to mind. that it could only bear a small por- 
tion 6f the enormous expense which their support must 
occasion, |

Extract from the Register of the Deliberations of the 
lereelitish Consistory of the province of Oran. 
Sitting of Nov. 17th, 1859. 

Present—Messicurs Jacob Lasry, President ; L.

Order of the 4day—The Israelitish Refugees from 
Morocco. | 

The President informs. the Consistory that the Pre- 
fect had forwarded to him two official documents con- 
cerning the Moroqueen Israelites, who, in consequence 
of the war of Spain with Morocco, have taken refuge in 
Gibraltar, some of whom wish to go to Algeria. 

The documents are read. They are two in number. 
The first is a dispatch from the Governor of Gibraltar 
to the Consul of France in this city, dated Nov. 10th, 
of the current year. The Governor of the English co- 
lony, in giving information of the presence of about 
4,000 Moroqueen Israelites at Gibraltar, and of the 
intention of the Spanish Government to receive and 
assist those who should repair to Spain, inquires whether 
those that might wish to go to Algeria would meet 
there with the same generous reception. The second 
document is a letter from the French Consul at Gib- 


-yaltar to the Prefect of Oran, dated Nov. 11th, of the 


current year, in which it is asked what line of policy 
should be pursued in consequence of the dispatch of the 
Governor of Gibraltar. : 
The Consistory expresses a hope that the wishes 
conveyed by that high functionary, regarding these 
unfortunate refogees, should be complied with by the 
imperial Government, and that they should meet among 
the most civilised nation of Europe with a not less be- 
nevolent reception than that offered by Spain. But 
whilst soliciting the Prefect to give a favourable reply 
to the inquiry made, the Consistory yet deems it its 
duty to observe thatthe resources at the disposal of the 
Oren Jewish community are hardly sufficient for the 
wants of the poor of the city. The community has 
indeed, as known to the administration, to defray an 
annual expense of about 60,000 francs. This heavy 
load is provided for by voluntary imposts. The-com- 
munity, therefore, could only contribute a small propor- 
tion towards the support of such of the unfortunates as 
might come to Algeria, despite its greatest efforts to 
participate in this work of humanity. As to the small 
savings which the community has laid by, they are 
intended for the erection of a wall round the cemetery, 
of a synagogue, and for other similarly pressing wants. 
The community cannot but express the most ardent 
wishes for the favourable receptiun of the Moroqueen 


refugees on the part of the French Government ; but it 


must, at. the same time, remind the Prefect that in this 


-respeet the Government can only count upon slender 


contributions from our communities, which, so far as.our 
province is concerned, have to bear heavy burdens in 
erdimary times.

ODESSA.—A NEW SYNAGOGUE, 
We have before us a long letter from our Odesea 
correspondent, D. M. S., in which an account is given 
of the opening of the new synagogue, and Dr. Schwa- 
bacher’s ministration—the fatter being copiously com- 
mented upon. As, however, these remarks, however 
valuable, can only have a local interest, and refer to 
circumstances which have no parallel among us, we leave 
them out, copying and condensing only what may prove 
acceptable to our English readers. 
- The new synagogue at Odessa is a magnificent struc- 
ture; it was only lately completed, although commenced 
ten years ago, as various obstacles had to be overcome. 
The inauguration sermon was preached in German, in 
the presence of a numerous congregation and several 
high officials, by the Rev. Dr. Schwabacher, recently 
appointed to the office of preacher, having previously 
performed the same functions for the congregation of 
Lemberg, Galicia. The Rev. Dr, is described as a man 
of great and varied attainments and stirring eloquence, 
and full of zeal for the good cause, whose masterly 
consecration discourse not only gave general satisfaction 
to the large congregation present, but also produced a 
most favourable impression upon the anthorities, who 
now heard logically and forcibly expounded from the 
pulpit what Judaism was. Nevertheless, so great are 
the differences of opinion in the community, that it was 
impossible: to unite all members for worship under one 
and the same roof, The orthodox majority would not 
accept the few alterations proposed by the so-called 
reformers, consisting in the introduction of a regular 
choir, and decorum in the synagogue. ‘They, therefore, 
have withdrawn from the synagogue, establishing a 
service of their own in a private building. This divi- 
sion, however, does not detract from the respect enter- 
tained for Dr. Schwabacher, who was also elected rabbi, 
and whose installation only awaits the sanction of the 
Government, which is confidently expected. ‘The very 
large congregation of Odessa presents extraordinary 
contrasts, such as are hardly found in any other com- 
munity. In it are found individuals of the highest 
attainments, large-hearted men, whose memories are 
rich storehouses for the most varied kind of knowledge, 
and whose capacious intellects have been trained as well 
in the schools of exact science as also in those of classi- 
cal and Hebrew literature. But there are also men whose 
sole knowledge consists in the ability to read their 
prayers, Between the twoextremes there are numerous 
classes, among which the most mischievous is that 
which our correspondent denominates the “ linguistical,” 
which has acquired a smattering of knowledge, princi- 
pally of foreign language, just enough to enable it to 
read the inferior productions of the Trench literature, 
and to scoff at all that is venerated or held sacred. Had 
the Bible been written by Dumas, they would no doubt 
deein it worthy of perusal, But as it is only the work 
of ancient Hebrews, it ‘is a most insipid, worthless 
composition. Our correspondent then gives valuable 
advice how to combat these scoffers. But as there ex- 
ists among us,’ God be thanked, no such class, although 
there may be a few such individuals, the counsel is not 
wanted, and therefore requires no farther notice at our 
hands. 
We are further informed that it is contemplated to 
establish a Jewish periodical in Russia, in the language 
of the country. 


Tue Roman Jews.—The people of the Ghetto, the 
Jews’ quarter in Rome, have prepared a petition for 
presentation to the Congress, setting forth their 
grievances against the Papal Gogernment. The facts 
stated in the document in question, apart entirely from 
religious matters, show how much the priestly rule 
deserves the consideration and support of civilised men. 
Considering the complete freedom enjoyed by the 
Israelites in most countries, and even their condition in 
the most arbitrary, their treatment in Rome stamps the 
character of the Pope’s government. They are pro- 
hibited from studying art, science, or literature—that is, 
they are shut out from all public establishments connec- 
ted therewith, and even from the exercise of the 
mechanical arts. 
music, “which,” says the petition, ‘rejoices their 
heart.” Woe to the Hebrew, say the petitioners, who 
dare sing or play upon any instrument in public—for 
the police and the Holy Office immediately pounce upon 
him and punish the offence with severe penalties, In- 
tolerance and cruelty, we know, are the characteristics 
of the Papal Government, but the shutting out a whole 
class of people from such harmless and rational occu- 
pations and amusements exhibits ignorant short-sighted- 
ness as well as sacerdotal cruelty. The arrest of Pere 
Filetti, the Grand Inquisitor, at Bologna, for the ab- 
duction of the child Mortara, gave occasion for the 
discovery of a widely spread plot against Florence and 
the other Italian Governments. The documents reveal- 
ing the conspiracy were found in the Dominican con- 
vent where the Inquisitor was arrested. This indicates 
one ofthe uses of convents in the Papal States in the 
nineteenth eentury.—Daily Paper.

Day or tHe Yrar—The ancient Egypt- 
‘ans fixed the beginning of their year at the autumnal 
equinox, when agricultural labours were resumed after 
the retreat of the waters of the Nile. Under Nabo- 
sassar, 747 years before Christ, their New Year's Day 
as the 26th February (Phamenoth): In the year 25 
pefore Christ, it was the 29th August (Thoth). The 
gligious year of the Jews begins at the vernal equinox 
99th or 2ist March (Nisan); their civil year at the 
gutumnal equinox, 2Ist September (Thisri). The 
Mahommedan year, as it consists of twelve lunar 
months, begins eleven days earlier every year. Among 
the Athenians, the year began with the first moon after 
the summer solstice, in the other Greek cities, it began 
at one or other of the equinoxes. Under the first French 
kings the year began in March ; but in the 9th century 
the new year was transferred to Christmas. Afterwards 
there was no uniformity, and every province had its 
own usages. In some, the year began on the 25th 
March, in others on the 25tk December, but the greater 
number followed the custom of Paris, where the year 
began on the Saturday before Easter, after the conse- 
eration of the paschal taper. In 1564, Charles IX, 
ordered that the year should begin on the Ist January. 
The origin of e¢rennes, or New Year's gifts, has been 
fequently stated. On New Year’s Day the Romans 
resented to Tatius, king of the Sabines, who shared 
te Roman throne with its founder, a few branches cut 
tom the grove sacred to Strenna, the goddess of 
strength. In this offering Tatius saw a favourable omen, 
and expressed a wish that the present, which he called 
Sirenna, should be repeated every year. Iu course of 
time other things were added to the present, and the 
custom of showing respect by such presents became 
general, In the days of Tatius and Romulus, the year, 
which was then lunar, began in March. Julius Czesar 
changed the beginning of the Roman year to the Ist of 
January. 

Tue to Mecca.—A recent publication 
of the Ministry of Algeria and the Colonics makes some 
curious statements relating to the pilgrimages to Mecca 
during the present year. The ceremonies at Mecca 
terminated on the 11th of last month in the presence of 
about 50,000 pilgrims, of whom 17,850 had come by 
sea, and 32,150 by land. In 1858 there were 160,000 
pilgrims; in 1857, 140,000; and in 1856, 120,000. 
This great decrease in the number in 1859 is owing, 
the natives declare, to the events of Djeddah last year, 
aad also to the dread of the cholera, which made exten- 
tive ravages in 1858. Ais soonas the pilgrim sets foot 
on the sacred soil of Mecca he must put on two pieces 
of white cloth, one tied round the loins with ends 
hanging down to the middle of the leg, while the other 
is thrown over the shoulders so as to leave the right arm 

He must go bare-headed and wear sandals. As 
as he wears this garment heis bound to lead a pure 

and regular life. At Mecca he begins the ceremonies 
under the direction of a guide.

Beriin.—Lrperarity.—A few days since Herr 
Berthold Auerbach, the famous author of the “ Dorf

When I tell you that the accomplished doctor is not 
only a Jew, but a decided enthusiast for his race—that 
he is not a mere milk-and-water Liberal, but a deter- 
mined Radical, though in the constitutional sense of the 
word, you will be able to appreciate the degree of 
tolerance and recognition of literary merits awarded to 
the widest circle by the family of the Prince Regent. 
I should not marvel if Dr. Auerbach forms the resolu- 
tion of making Berlin his place of residence after the 
encouragement thus bestowed upon him, and through 
him upon all men of his stamp and sentiments. At 
Dresden, where he has been living for some years past, 
the King of Saxony would certainly prefer losing his 
crown to sittingin one and the same room with a Jew 
and a Radical.— Daily Paper. 

Tue Portsh Jews Cuaracterisep.—A daily paper 
lately gave an able characteristic of the various classes 
forming the population of Poland. It gives the following 
sketch of the Jews.—To attempt a description of the 
Poles, especially the nobility, without noticing the Jews, 
would be like omitting the meat in making a sandwich. 
The Polish nobleman would feel lost if deprived of the 
Hebrew’s wit, activity, and submission. The Jew, in 
fact, is his all in all; his factotum, his eye and ear, his 
hand and foot, his practice and theory. Unconsciously 
he is at once the Jew’s plaything, his spoiled child, his 
student and his patient, his purse, his wheat, and his 
threshing floor. The Pole generally stands before us as 
a good husband and tender father; but, notwithstanding 
this, his Jewish confidant and factotum is always nearest 
to his heart. If living according to the old style, that 
factotum must always purchase his Warsaw dressing- 
gown and Russian morocco slippers. He must dress 
and undress him when drunk from excess of wine ; must 
shave him, and attend regularly at his bedside to wish 
him “ good night’’ and ‘good morning ;” must con- 
gratulate and condole with him, and relate to him punc- 
tually the town and village news ; he must compliment 
him whether in full dress or negligé, procure for him 


tics and house officers, and buy his horses and carriages ; 
he must engage the governess and tutor, and sometimes 
even provide the future wife ; must deal his cards, and 
taste for him beforehand Morrison’s pills, and other 
needful remedies. This Israelitish factotum, in short, 
replenishes the dwindling purse of the Pole, devises his 
projects, conducts his intrigues, endures his anger, pro- 
fits by his generosity, and allows himself alternately to 
be jeered at, cajoled and illtreated. Thus both races 
appear to possess but one mind and one heart. Depri- 
ved of his Jew, the Polish country nobleman feels as 
though he had lost his wit, his shadow, and also his 
second self, 

Tue Sunpay Law tue Unitepo Stares.— 
Judges in the United States of America continue to 
harass citizens with decisions based on antiquated 
Sunday laws, virtually abrogated. The ‘“ Public 
Ledger’ of Philadelphia has the following article on 
this subject, showing the absurdity of having one law 
for the rich and another for the poor. The Sunday 
law cases.—‘* What is sauce for the goose is sauce for 
the gander,”’ and the Mayor of Pittsburgh acting on the 
principle of equality of the laws, had the coach driver 
of Chief Justice Lowry, of the Supreme Court, arrested 
for disturbing the ‘‘ quiet of the Sabbath,” by driving 
the family of that distinguished legal functionary to 
church on Sunday morning. The case was heard on 
Monday, and yesterday there was to be a decision upon 
it. The defence is, that going to church was a work of 
necessity and charity under the meaning of the statute. 
If any victim is to be made to the straight-laced interpre- 
tation given to an antiquated and ridiculous law, which 
deprives citizens of the religious freedom guaranteed 
to them by the Constitution of the United States, we 
do not know a martyr more fit for the sacrifice than the 
Chief Justice of Pennsylvania, It is the Court of which 
he is the chief which has decided, in spite of the 
organic law of the land, that Christianity is part of the 
common law of the State, which of course ignores the 
constitutional right of every. Hebrew citizen, and ren- 
ders him liable to pains and penalties for not observing 
the customs and observances of other religious persua- 
sions. It has also decided that the Puritan Sabbath is 
the Christian Sabbath, which is denied by many other 
Christian sects. Having satisfied themselves with 
regard to the legal aspect of the case, it was to be ex- 
pected that the court would set the example of com- 
plying with the law, as. isterpreted by themselves, and 
refrain from doing anything on the Sabbath which was 
not a ‘‘ work of necessity or charity.’’ Going to church 
is a necessity to a good Christian, but going in a car-+ 
‘riage is not, so long as he has a pair of stout legs to 


carry him. Therefore the Chief Justice cannot escape 


on the plea of necessity. Neither was he engaged in a 
work of charity ; for he was driven to the church by a 
servant, who had to remain on the carriage-box, watch- 
ing his-borses, during the church service, to the great 
danger of his morals and of his sou), of as mnch value 


to himself as. the Judge’s, and probably of as much | 


account in heaven; therefore, it was not a work of 
charity to put these great interests of the driver in jeo- 
pardy for the mere luxury and convenience of the

Lodge-street synagogue, on Thursday evening the 6th 
inst., for the purpose of securing the more general ob- 
servance of the Sabbath. The meeting was organised 
by the selection of Mr. Henry Mack as Chairman, and 
Mr. J. H. Heinsheimer as Secretary. The call was-read 
and the Chairman briefly stated the objects of the meet- 
ing, being followed by the Rev. I. M. Wise, who spoke 
at length and introduced the resolutions, the purport 
of which were substantially,—a recommendation for all 
the business men of the Jewish community to abstain 
from Workon PS, and a pledge that those present 
would use their influence to promote the general obser- 
vance of the Seventh Day as commanded by the Law of 
God. A committee of five, consisting of the Rev. 
Drs. Lilienthall and Wise, Messrs. B. Simon, D. Woolf, 
and A, Aub, was appointed to call upon all the Israel- 
itish firms of the city, with a view to obtain their signa- 
tures to the pledge of *‘ observing the Sabbath.”” A 
few remarks were subsequently made by Dr. Lilienthal, 
and the meeting, consisting of about a hundred mem- 
bers of some of the leading firms, adjourned. This is. 
a very excellent movement and it is to be hoped that it 
will be generally supported.—Jenish Messenger.
